A Detign of fo great Concern to England, 
that even the Queen her felf bas not thought 
it below the Dignity of the Throne, to At- 
tempt a Publick Exhortation, and Her Ma- 
jefty with a Concern fuitable to the Conftant 
Zeal, which onall Occafions has appeared ia 
Her moft Exalted Condu&, has ftoop’d 


to be a Preacher of Peace to all the Ni-

A Défign, that in my Management of it, 
has but one Misfortune, viz. That it {uffers 
from the Weaknefs of the Hand, who can at 
beft but hold out a Light, but requires a Pi- 
ee of better Experience to Direét the

In raifing this Land Mark to Dire& to thé 
Blefled Haven of National Peace, I have 
plac’d Buoysand Marks upon the Dangerous 
Sands and Shoals, where the Ship of the 
State may be in danger of fplitting, and 
where in our queft of Peace, weare iu dan- 
ger of Shipwreck 5 and that part I imnow 
upon, is the Mifchief of falfe Alatms, as they 
are cunningly.made ufe of by the Enemy, to 
Amufeand Abufe us. 

Giving Ear tothe Empty Malice of Forg‘d 
Stories, and the loofe Virulence of Flying 
Report, isan Evilto be Complain’d of, but 
to be Inftrumental to the Forwarding, 
Spreading, and Legitimating thefe Stories, 
is an Iniquity to be Punifh’d by the Judge, is 
a thing to be avoided carefully by every Ho- 
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nef Man, and to be Difcourag’d Diligently 
in others. 

Ihave Treated of the Evil in General, I 
have two Circumftances, among many other,
